LONDON, July 13—Foreign 
Secretary Sir John Simon an- 


nounced today the United King- 
dom had given her diplomatic 
support of a “benevolent well- 
wisher” to the French proposal 
for an eastern Locarno, but he 
added Britain could not accept 
any new committments in con- 
tinental Europe. 


LONDON, July 13.—Great Brit- 
ain has reinforced the pact of 
Locarno but has not entered any 
“select alliance” with any coun- 
try, Sir John Simon, foreign sec- 
retary, declared today in the 
House of Commons, 

In his anxiously-awaited state- 
ment on continental affairs, Sir 
John said the recent Anglo-French 
conversations had resulted in a 
greater feeling of peace and sec- 
urity in Europe and will greatly im- 
prove conditions on the continent if 
powers affected fully enter the pro- 
posed eastern regional agreement. 

He added Premier Mussolini of 
Italy agrees with Britain as to 
the necessity of an eastern pact— 
“Eastern Locarno” as it has been 
called—and fully approves of it. 

Sir John supported the statement 
of Louis Barthou, French foreign 
minister, when the latter left Lon- 
don, that Britain and France were 
co-operating in trying to effect per- 
manent peace in Europe. 

At the same time the forcign 
secretary denied French _infer- 
ences that M. Barthou “got more 
than he expected,” meaning some 
sort of alliance. 


“We are undertaking no new ob- |!

FRIDAY—Breakfast: Baked stuffed apple, 
with milk or cream.

SATURDAY-—Breakfast: 8-ounce glass of 
orange juice 30 minutes before Breakfast; 
Poached eggs on re-toasted cereal biscuit; 
Stewed raisins. Lunch: Cantaloupe as desired. 
Dinner: Roast Beef; Steamed carrots; cucumber 
saldd; Raspberry whip. 

*BROILED STEAK: First remove all fat 
from the steak, as the fat sputtering upon the 
lean part during broiling will toughen it against 
the digestive juices. Place under flame for 
about 15 minutes then turn quickly. Continue 
turning every few minutes until cooked as de- 
sired. The object of this quick turning at the 
start is to get both sides of the steak seared as 
soon as possible and thus avoid losing the juice 
which would otherwise run away immediately 
if the underside of the steak became hot before 
being seared. Steak may be eaten rare, 
medium, or well-done, as preferyed, for diges- 
tion is aided by a greater flow of gastric juice 
when meat is cooked to the degree most relish- 
ed by the individual. 

Sirloin steak, on account of its tenderness, 
is generally used for broiling, although round 
steak may be broiled under the flame if it is 
properly harmmered beforehand so 
connective tissues is well broken down

saw an average of one lizard for 
every step I took in all Africa. Once 
I saw three black mambas— Africa's 
fiercest and fightingest snake—in a 
single morning.

G. F. MeNally, supervisor of 
schools, was the chief speaker at 
the meeting and made various pro- 
posals that have been suggested by 
teachers throughout the province 
through the medium of question- 
aires sent out by the department 


CONCLUSIONS 

He explained that these sugges- 
tions have been considered by the 
committee and that the following 
conclusions had resulted 

The first suggestion, that the high 
school course be extended to cover 
five years, was rejected, he explain- 
ed, on the ground that already some 
58 per cent of the pupils were now 
taking five years to cover the 
course, and that it was not fair to 
the other 42 per cent of the pupils 
who could conclude the work sat- 
isfactorily in four years to add an- 


other year to their high school 
training 

The suggestion tentatively ap- 
proved, he explained, was for the 


adoption of a credit scheme similar 
to that now in force in British Col- 
umbia. Under this scheme 120 cre- 
dits would compose the high school 
requirements, a credit to consist of 
any subject that appears on the time 
table once per week throughout the 


year. If a subject were to appear 
three times per week that would 
rate three credits, when successful- 


ly completed, it was explained 


MORE FLEXIBLE 

Mr. McNally explained that this 
scheme was more flexible than that 
now in vogue and would permit the 
inclusion of courses that are now 
considered less strenuous 

The underlying objective is the 
elimination of a considerable 
number of examinations, he said, 


Another principle on which the 
committee was attempting to work 
he explained, was to provide courses 


for those who do not intend to go in 
for higher academic training and 
who are now the “forgotten men’ 
of the high schools. It is with this 
object in mind that the committee 
proposed a plan for the formation of 
what will be known as a junior high 
school training. During the first 
year about six credits will be listed 
as required subjects and increased 
opportunity will be given the stu- 
dent to take optional courses in a 
more practical line of training 

During the first year, though, no 
attempt would be made to teach 
courses that are intended as train- 
ing for later life. The subjects 
taught would be English, general 
mathematics, social studies general 
science, health and physical train- 
ing 

From the optional side of the 
slate the following subjects are to 
be offered: languages, one: drama- 
tics; oral expression; choral music; 
instrumental music; manual train- 
ing. Mr. McNally explained these 
courses to show that as they would 
be prepared there would be none 
that could not be taught in a rural 
high school 


MORE PRACTICAL 


In the second year’s work even 
more practical courses would be of- 
fered, and would introduce two or | 
three credits in business training, 
household economics, art and agri- 
culture, geography and a _ second 
language unit. The third year of 
high school would include a continu- 
ation of the courses taken in the 
other two years and would be all 
that was required for matriculation 
or normal entrance 

It was hoped that eventually, by 
this plan, the necessity for final de- 
partmental examinations would be 
abolished and there would be sub- 
stituted for them a system of tests 
sponsored by the teacher
